With the death of Siegfried the 
chief mainstay of tho traditional 
Bayreuth musical festivals passed 
away, for his mother, Frau Conima, 
died several months previously. 
Eve of Festival 
His passing brought to an end the 
tragic career of a son who all his 
life wan dominated by the powerful 
personalities ct his father and in 
later 
years 
the 
invincible 
Frau 
Colima, but who since his mother’s 
death intended to show the world 
his own mettle. 
He was unable, however, to see 
the fruits of his painstaking work 
of the last year for on the eve of 
the music festival he was stricken 
and only gained his knowledge of 
the performances from hearsay. The 
present Bayreuth festival Is credited 
entirely to his enterprise. 
Being the son of Richard Wagner 
was the greatest obstacle and, at 
the same time, the greatest boon to 
the musical career of Siegfried Wag­ 
ner.

I have seen these matchless creations of Nature in many places—at 
the "Golden Gate,” in San Francisco, upon the plains of the West, at 
Miami in Florida, among the mountains, at Lake Louise in the Canadian 
Rockies, in the Carolinas, at the edge of the Desert, from the shores of the 
Hudson river, and from the back steps of a Michigan tarm house where

But last night I saw one of the loveliest of all sunsets at Whycocomagh 
(pronounced Hog-o-mugh), Cape Breton Island. N. 8 , a little settlement 
upon the shores of the Bras ti Or Lakes,

this spot "The Naples of America " 
The name itself is the Mic-Mac 
Indian for head of the waters." 
And just a little way around the shore 
from the main settlement, is a village of these Indians to .this day. 
The beautiful bay is surrounded by green-velveted mountains. 
Two 
steepled white churches dominate the place. 
It was between these two 
churches that I saw my sunset the other evening. 
All day it had rained hard, and we had driven through it, We had 
Just had dinner at the Bay View Inn, one of those characteristic Cape 
Breton places where you are taken in as a member of the family as you 
enter. We walked out for a little stroll—and there it was! 
A half circle 
of brilliant reds. streaked like long strands of silken pink ribbon. From 
the little Indian church to the other church in the village, this spectacle 
loomed in all its beauty. And every second it changed for so long as it 
lasted. For a moment it looked like a great sheet of pearl, reflecting its 
delicate pinks and reds uppn the ealm waters below, waters that danced 
little ripples upon its surface, fanned by the gentle breeze of the dying 
day. 
I watched thut sunset until it melted4»to a deep gray and became a 
part of memory. I reviewed the many sunsets I had seen in all lands 
where I had ever been—but to this time of writing, not one stands out so 
breath-taking as that at Whycocomagh! 
Perhaps it was because of the fact that it was so peaceful and un 
spoiled in the little village where we saw this sunset, that an added charm 
was ours! The little group of fellow guests, the Inn keeper himself, and 
perhaps the smile of ‘Uncle" Tom Mitchell, as he stood before his little 
"Cozy" store next to the Inn, helped much. At any rate, the setting it­ 
self was all that a gorgeous sunset could ask! 
How new it makes one feel to drink in such beauty! 
No other slim 
ulus can ever take the place of beauty when the heart and mind have 
been made ready for it.

METEORS BURN 
THRU HIGH SPEED 


Little Dancer Of Shower Of 
Heavenly Bodies Causing 
Damage. 


By Howard W. Blakeslee 
New York (AP) —A hundred blaz­ 


ing meteors an hour are din? to 
bombard the upper air the night of 
August l l —without the probability 
of one recorded hit on earth. 
They are the Perseids, the annual 
August 
shower of 
shooting 
stars 
that dem onstrate the effective pro­ 
tection of Hic armor belt of atm o­ 
sphere high above earth, p arad oxi­ 
cally, the faster the meteors fly the 
less their chance of penetrating the 
air. 
Pfrscids in Northeast

northeast any tim e between August 
9 and 15, but are most likely to 
make their mass attack on the night 
of August ll, and to be seen best 
after midnight. 
Some astronomers say the Per­ 
seids ignite at probably about 70 
miles elevation, from friction, and 
that they burn up by the tim e they 
drop to about 55 miles. 
Thence 
they may descend as meteoric dust 
so light that It floats with air cur­ 
rents. 
Their size appears to be an im ­ 
portant factor in lack of hits. While 
astronomical opinion differs, they 
are said to average not much larger 
than heads of pins or perhaps peas

An iron pea dropping 70 miles

I F I could, by any m anner of means, have been able to reproduce the 
» beauty of sunsets. I would have become a "collector" of them long 
ago. 
I have seen these matchless creations of N ature in many places—at 
the "Golden Gate," in San Francisco, upon the plains of the West, at 
Miami iii Florida, among the mountains, at Lake Louise in the Canadian 
Rockies, in the Carolinas, at the edge of the Desert, from the .shores of the 
Hudson river, and from the back steps of a M ichigan farm house where 
I worked as a boy.

H ie beautiful bay is surrounded by green-velvetcd mountains. 
Two 
steepled w'hlte churches dom inate the place. 
It was between these two 
churches that I saw my sunset the other evening. 
All day It had rained hard, and we had driven through it. We had 
Just had dinner at the Bay View Inn. one of those characteristic Cape 
Breton places where you are taken in as a member of the family as you 
enter. 
We walked out for a little stroll—and there it was! 
A half circle 
of brilliant reds, streaked like long strands of silken pink ribbon. From 
the little Indian church to the other church in the village, this spectacle 
loomed in all its beauty. 
And every second it changed for so long as it 
lasted. 
For a moment it looked like a great sheet of pearl, reflecting its 
delicate pinks and reds upon the calm waters below, waters that danced 
little ripples upon its surface, fanned by the gentle breeze of the dying 
day. 
I watched th a t sunset until it melted .into a dew.) gray and became a 
part of memory. 
I reviewed the many sunsets I had seen in all lands 
where I had ever been—but to this time of writing, not one stands out so 
breath-taking as th at at Whycocomagh! 
Perhaps it was because of the fact that it was so peaceful and un 
spoiled in the little village where we saw this sunset, th a t an added charm 
was ours! 
The little group of fellow guests, the In n keeper himself, and 
perhaps the smile of “Uncle” Tom Mitchell, as he stood before his little 
"Cozy" store next to the Inn, helped much. 
At any rate, the setting it 
self was all that a gorgeous sunset could ask! 
How new it makes one feel to drink in such beauty! 
No other stim ­ 
ulus can ever take the place of beauty when the heart and mind have 
been made ready for it.

Bv Howard VV, Blakeslee 
New York <AP»—A hundred blaz­ 
ing meteors an hour are due to 
bombard the upper air the night of 
August ll —without the probability 
of one recorded hit on earth. 
They are the Perseids, the annual 
August shower of shooting 
stars 
that demonstrate the effective pro­ 
tection of the armor belt of atm o­ 
sphere high above earth, paradoxi­ 
cally, the laster the meteors fly the 
less their chance of penetrating the 
air. 
Perseids in Northeast 
The 
Perseids 
come 
from 
the 
northeast any time between August 
9 and 15. but are most likely to 
make their mass attack on the night 
of August ll, and to be seen best 
after midnight. 
Some astronomers say the Per­ 
seids ignite at probably about 70 
miles elevation, from friction, and 
that they burn up by the time they 
drop to about 55 miles. 
Thence 
they may descend as meteoric dust 
so light that it floats with air cur­ 
rents. 
Their size appears to be an im ­ 
portant factor in lack of hits. While 
astronomical opinion differs, they 
are said to average not much larger 
than heads of pins or perhaps peas

State Engineers Report Con­ 
ditions Well In Hand At 
Present. 


Harrisburg, Aug. 6 (AP.)—-The en­ 
gineering corps of the state’s 700 
water companies Tuesday had gained 
at least a temporary victory in the 
long, hard battle with drought, thf* 
survey of the public service commis­ 
sion Indicated. 
Acute shortages in several com­ 
munities had been alleviated or en­ 
tirely overcome for the time being 
and the engineers reported that no 
widespread difficulties were expected 
during the next week or two. 
Wrile a continuation of the pres­ 
ent hot. rainless weather in the 
state would bring about a dangerous 
condition, the 
engineers regarded 
the situation Tuesday as being gen­ 
erally well in hand. 
As the result of such assistance 
aided by the restrictions of water

HEALTH TALK 


* The extraordinarily hot weather 
has brought to the fore a large num­ 
ber of persons who seem determined 
to make the most of the uncomfort­ 
able condition. 
And while it can 
not be denied that the torridity of the 
last few w'eeks has been most try­ 
ing. there appears to be little sense 
in making matters worse by being 
not only in a physical but in a men­ 
tal stew over the situation as well,” 
said Doctor Theodore B. Appel, sec­ 
retary of health, today. 
"If violently complaining about 
the temperature, lf energetic fan­ 
ning and lf constant checkings on 
the thermometer would do a bit of 
good, there could be no logical com­ 
plaint for so behaving. However, 
when the sum total of such an a t­ 
titude is merely to add to one’s dis­ 
comfort, then the value of thus 
mentally fighting the heat becomes 
lexceedingly problematical indeed. 
I 
“No one will deny that a prolong­ 
ed hot spell is decidedly uncomfort­ 
able. and to many people even pain­ 
fully so. But that is all the more 
reason wtiy one should attem pt to 
look at the m atter from a practical 
viewpoint and guide himself accord­ 
ingly. 
Being hot and bothered is a 
poor combination. 
Being hot is in 
Itself quite enough. To develop a 
sustained antagonism to excessive 
temperature is merely making ti 
hotter than it really it 
“Therefore, while it is most nat­ 
ural to fight heat by actively op­ 
posing it, on the other hand It Is 
better strategy to attem pt to de­ 
velop a more passive resistance 
Es­ 
pecially. since such an attitude Is 
conducive to better health. 
Rules For lie aith 
“Human nature being what it is 
it Is perhaps asking too much for 
the following rules to be literally 
obeyed. An honest effort In that 
direction is advisable nevertheless 
“I. 
Forget 
the 
thermometer. 
Constantly checking up on its ca- 
vortings is decidedly not a cooling 
process. 
“2. If able to do so. reduce phys­ 
ical labor to a reasonable minimum. 
However, 
keep 
busy. Paradoxical 
as it may seem, one will be less hot 
with mind and body occupied. 
“3. Eat sparingly of heavy foods; 
go strong on salads, fruits and cool­ 
ing drinks 
* 4. Do not over-exercise at work 
or play. 
“5 
Eliminate 
excesses 
of 
all 
kinds. 
’ 6. Keep the alimentary system 
in good working order. 
“7. And finally, don’t get mad at 
the heat—intern*! combustion will 
merely shoot up the temperature. 
“Now then, here are the rules.. Fol­ 
io! them as nearly as you can—and 
hope for cooler weather, which is 
bound to come soon.’*
